Republican candidate for Governor by Robert Vann, Negro 
publisher of the Pittsburgh Courier, 
“Vann does not speak for the Ne- 


groes of Pennsylvania in support- 
ing James,” Austin Norris, member 
of the Board of Revision of Taxes 
told the Daily Worker. 

“The Negro people will support 
the Earle-Jones New Deal ticket n 
the coming elections in Pennsyl- 
vania,” Norris continued, “because 
the rank and file of the Negro 
people know that the Republican 
Party of Pew, Grundy and Annen- 
berg does not represent them. 


A MONETARY JUMP 


“They know that they are the 
first to be fired and discriminated 
against economically and they 
welcome such measures as the 
W.P.A., Old Age Pensions and all 
social legislation enacted under 
the New Deal.” 

Norris was joined in his state- 
ment by Marshall Sheppard, former 
State Legislator and Magistrate 
Joseph Rainey, both Negro state 
leaders. 

B. D, Amis, organizer for the Steel 
Workers Organizing Committee in 
the Philadelphia area told this paper 
that the action of Vann was “typical 
of such people who jump from onc 
party to the other without any 
principle other than a monetary 

“T can safely say,” Amis con- 
tinued, “that Vann does not speak 
for the Organized Negro workers 
of this state. They will vote

Austin Norris pointed to the fact 
that Vann's Pittsburgh Courier does 
not have more than 4,000 circula- 
tion in the entire Eastern portion 
of this state. 

“That should show you better 
than anything else,“ he declared, 
“that Vann political opinions are 
not popular with the Negro 
people.” 

Norris went on to show that 
eighty per cent of the Negroes in 
Pennsylvania live in the four eastern 
pier counties: Delaware, Chester, 
Montgomery and Philadelphia, 
where only 4,000 Couriers are sold. 

“And in Pittsburgh where his 
paper is stronger as a result of his 
recent support of reactionary James 
he is unpopular,” Norris said.

This idea of having the objects of fascist 
aggression unwittingly lie down with the to- 
talitarian tigers was offered by Herbert Hoo- 
ver before Ambassador Kennedy made his 
speech. A United Press dispatch of Oct. 9 
said that Mr. Hoover -(who got his views 
from Hitler and Chamberlain direct) “re- 
jected the idea that the totalitarian govern- 
ments would cause friction with the U. S. by 
invading the Western hemisphere.” - 

Now anyone who sponsors such out- 
rageous and fascist-aiding proposals must 
think that the American people are terribly 
short sighted. 

It is only 22 days since Hitler’s armies 
trampled democracy under foot in the Su- 
deten areas of Czechoslovakia, and the Amer- 
ican people will not forget that. According 
to the Gallup Poll, 58 per cent of the American 
people are of the belief that the danger of 
war from fascism, because of the Munich 
treachery, is greater than ever. 

So much at variance was Kennedy’s trail- 


| ing after Chamberlain, and such a gulf di- 


vided his utterances from U. S. foreign pol- 
icy, that Secretary of State Hull at a press 
conference obviously rejected it, branding it 
as Mr. Kennedy’s “private remarks.” 

It is only 12 days since Hitler made his 
Saarbrucken speech, practically ordering his 
accomplices, Chamberlain and Daladier, to 
wipe out democratic institutions in England 
and France, that Kennedy acted as spokes- 
man for the Chamberlain line. 

Mr. Kennedy spoke, too, when Nazi spies 
were on trial in the U. S., and the entire 
ramifications of fascist plotting and spying 
were being exposed to the American people. 

Kennedy’s address was immediately 
seized upon by anti-New Deal forces in the 
U. S. All the foes of the President’s peace 
policy, all the reactionary isolationists, and 
the friends of fascism, welcomed it. Typical 
was the N. Y. World-Telegram. 

It urged immediately that the Munich be- 
trayal be overlooled, that the American pub- 
lic close its eyes to Nazi spying and to Hit- 
ler’s plotting in South America. 

But the American people should be more 
aware than ever that the Kennedy-Hoover 
proposal, launched by the Tory traitors, au- 
thors of the Munich sell-out, would be injuri- 
ous to the security and peace of the U. S.

The ruling of Justice Cotillo in the Busch 
case, which applied most immediately to the 
CIO Window Trimmers Union (local 144), 
must be regarded with grave misgwings by 
the entire labor movement of the city. 

Not only were four of the union pickets 
outrageously sentenced under an anti-labor 
contempt charge, but Judge Cotillo, both in 
the language he used and in the decision it- 
self, went on to project a broad formula cal- 
culated to cut the ground from under labor’s 
right to strike and picket. 

It was not against the Window Trim- 
mers that Judge Cotillo’s original vicious in- 
junction applied, but against the United Re- 
tail Employes, local 830, and the United Op- 
tical Workers, local 208, both of which were 
fighting against Busch for their rights under 
the Wagner Labor Act. Now he has ex- 
tended his picket ban against the Window 
Trimmers, victims of the same anti- labor 
Busch outfit. By slandering the Window 
Trimmers’ lawful and peaceful picketing as a 
“fake labor dispute,” he has offered the open- 
shop reactionaries a convenient club for 
smashing the trade union movement. 

In their drive to “revise” out of existence 
the Wagner Labor Act, labor-hating employ- 
ers could have asked for nothing more useful 
to them than Judge Cotillo’s original injunc- 
tion in the Busch case, and its sweeping ap- 
plication yesterday. 

One can see, therefore, the most imme- 
diate importance of giving every support to 
the resolutions passed by the recent CIO 
State Convention, which urged concrete aid 
to the Busch strikers to appeal the Cotillo 
injunction, and a boycott of the Busch stores. 

The Window Trimmers decision shows 
even more clearly how much the Busch case 
is a front-line trench for all labor—both CIO 
and A. F. of L.—to defend its hard-won gains. 


Chalk Up Another 


For the Frisco Unions 


The reaching o fan agreement between 
the CIO Longshoremen’s and Warehouse- 
men’s Union and the billion dollar warehouse 
industry of San Francisco, marks another de- 
feat for the open shop drive of the West 
Coast employers. 

The employers there have been attacking 
furiously on three fronts at once. They tried 
to provoke a coast-wide strike of the long- 
shoremen. They locked out the workers in 
130 warehouses. And they provoked a strike 
of the A. F. of L. department store employes. 

Behind all three moves lay one sinister 
purpose: to drive a wedge between the labor 
movement and the public at large, smash the 
unions and exploit the industrial strife as a 
means of keeping the reactionary Republican 
machine in power on election day. 

But thanks to the strength of the union 
and the farsighted leadership of the CIO and 
Harry Bridges, the employers were forced to 
sign a longshore contract without being able 
to provoke a coast-wide tie-up. The plot of 
the employers was wrecked when the long- 
shoremen were able to make it clear to the 
public that they were truly acting in the in- 
terest of peace and civic spirit and that it was 
the employers who sought to disrupt the life 
of the community. 

Now the same union has been able to 
smash the 65-day lockout of the warehouse 
employers and bring them to terms. In this 
fight, too, the union had won public support 
by displaying the firmness plus a sound re- 
gard for the welfare of the people. Of the 
employers’ triple strike threat, only the de- 
partment store Strike now remains to be 
settled. 

One of the factors in this latest triumph 
against the cold-blooded, calculating employ- 
ers, was the support given to the CIO by 
large sections of the A. F. of L. Fifty A. F. 
of L. business agents, for example, had urged 
that no one attempt to pierce the warehouse- 
men’s picket lines. 

The breaking of the warehouse lockout is 
a victory for the labor and New Deal move- 
ment of the entire Pacific Coast.
